e' Andts Accompliſh and Bring thoſe his Treafonable, 
Falſe, Malicious and 'Deviliſh*Prabtices and Purpoſes to 
paſs, did, on the 6th Day of July, mthe ſecond Year of 
| cheir Majeſties Reign, in the Contty of Kent, covey hing- 
ſelf 'on' Board of | Jeveral: Ships belonging t9 the French 
Fleet, which were then riding nor far off from the Toon 
of Lidd in Kent': And there bad held Correſpondence 
witch them, particularly with Sir William Jennings, 
then Commander ik Chicf of the\ French Admiral \, from 
whom he brought Letters of Invitation ro ſome Perſons bere 
in England, -Fo-come on Board hiam And carried Titel: 
lizence toth:m vf the ſtate of Airs here, againſt the 
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Duty of his Allegiance,and againſt the Form of the Starate 
in that Caſe made and* provided, &c. To all which 
Charge he bad before pleaded Nor Guiley. 

Then the King's Councel proceeded to open the 
Matter of Fack, andrhe horrid —_— of it, to the 
Genrlemen of the Jury ; giving them to noderſtand, 
That he was Indicted for aCrime ofa very high nature, 
(Firſt) For adhering to the French King, who was an 
open and profeſſed Enemy to this Nation ; which did 
find him to be guilty of a manifeſt Intention to deſtroy 
it, and to bring the King and his Subjects under the 
Power and Domittion of the French King: Notwirh- 
ſtanding the grear Charges and Trouble the -prefenr 
King of Exg/and hath been at ro r=duce it, and co'de- 
teft'all their Villanies, in that Vigorous and Unwea- 
ried Attempt thar he is ſtill making againſt the Com- 
mon Enemy. And that the French did not altogether 
traſt to cheir own Power and Streagth, but they ex- 
pected Correſpondtnt Helps from the King's Enemies; 
Amongſt which perfideous ſort of Men this Priſoner 
at the Bar appeared. 

And furthermore che Priſoner at the Bar, ou the 
6th of Fuly laft, at the Town of L144 aforeſaid, about 
ſeven a Clock in the Morning, did appear on Horſe- 
back; near the Water fide, within View of theFrench 
Fleet ; and a Sloop comming near the Shoar, he waved 
his Hat as a Token'or Sign to chem to come nearer , 
then they ſent ont their Long- boar, he riding bis Mare 
up to the Belly in Water to the Boat-ſide,' and went 
into the Boar, quiting his Mare, &c. at which the 
Priſoner ſcemed ro laugh* But the” King's Councel 
rold him, That ic was no laughing Matter, or to that 
effett. The Couhcel further declaced rhe Aggrava- 
tion of his Crittie z* How that he*being one of the 
Kings Natura and” True born Subjetts of this King- 
dom, inſtead of taking 'up Arms tor the King avg 
Oueet), as by the Duty of tris' Allegiance he ought to 
bave done, he goes on Board the French Fleec and 
carries Intelligence t6 them of the ſtate of Aﬀairs Here 
in England ; and brings back Letters and Notes of 
' ?  1"F> PL | , Invitations 
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Lavitations ard Intelligence to others, - to .joyn_ with 
him in his Traiterous, D=viliſh Deſigns, and Wicked 
Encompailings and Imagirations ; which cid particu- 
larly cend to the Dapoſing of the King ant Queenz ad 
that the People of England ihould be 1:0 longer a Peo- 
ple. So thar ſurely the thing it ſelf, viz. His going 
on Board the French Flcet, was Evidence enough, 
beyond all Papers, or any thing*Eifſe that could be 
broughtagainſt him ; bur to clear all Doubts, there 
were lever Good Evidence protucet to op the 
Matter of Fact more tully upon him, the firſt of which 
was one Srephen St=cy, who declared upon Oath, 

That he ſaw him ride into the Water up to th 
Mare's Beliy, and go into the Boat, to ſome Freqch 
Men, who wee Qin towards the Shoar, having 
beforc waved his Wat, ard halloed rownrds themy 
and that he turned his Me looſe and a Grey-hound 
that toilowed him; -which were afterwards found 
u20n the Shoar. This Witneſs ſwore politively that 
te taw him do all this, and that he was the ſame Man 
that went into the'Boat ; and that it made- up to the 
neareſt Ship. "F a F; . 
There was a ſecond Evidencecalled, whodeclared, 
after being ſworn, That ke was upon the Watch, on 
the 6th of July laſt, over againſt rhe Body of the 
French Fleet; Where they ſaw a finall Man of War 
put out a Lo: g-Boat,' ; making.rowards the ' Shoar 
whilſt they, were gane to give Aptgligence ,of it, .the 
Boat had taken in-the Pritoger, and bis Grey-hound 
lay upon the Sea*Shoar,” and the Mare; way looſe, 
which he and three more Mei took up and carried to 
Lidd : And that he knew the Mare to be Croſ?s Mare,
